To review tho Society's Underwriting 
experience in the Marine market dur- 
ing tho past year would be mercly to 
fepeat with emphasis the remarks 
made by my predecessors in offlee in 
recent years.

Satisfactory Rexultsx 


*Turning to our Accounts, I feol the 

results shown are not unsatisfactory, 
In quoting figures throughout these 
remarks I propose omitting reference 
to shillIngs and ponco. Tho combined 
nett underwriting Income of all De- 
partments during the year was 
£1,601,023, which is but 49,076. less 
than last year. Bearing in mind the 
continued decrease In world trade and 
commodity values, I think you Will 
agree that the maintenance of income, 
at practically last yenr’s level, is an 
encouraging feature. . 

In the Birine Account the amount 
carried to Profit and Loss on tho 1933 
account is £70,597. or 8.929% of tho 
premium.- 

Claims pald on uceyunt of 1934 were 
£246,460. or 31.68% of the year’s 
premium against £216,700.. or 27.41% 
for-1933.— On past experience: this ‘tan 
be considered satisfactory for first 
year settlements. . . 

The amount.from the Fire De- 
artment carried tu ‘the Profit ond 
Doss Account after providing. for all 
known outstanding losses and sctting 
up the necessary reserves was £38.873.

Tho Centenary of our Society Is an- 
occasion for congratulation ax it 
affords evidence of security’ and 
stability to our policy-holders through., 
out tho world...

The East India. Company, until 
1834, enjoyed in Canton a monopoly 
of trade to England, -but in. tha 
beginning of the century certain 
British individuals cnme to the City 
to trade under “fhe _ protection uf 
foreign Flags. In 1823 there were 
seven" such individuals, including 
Thomas Dent, who held the position 
of Sardinian Consul, and was a mem- 
ber of Davidson and Co. On the 
retirement- of W.S. Davidson the 
name of the firm was changed to, 
Thomas Dent and Co. Amongst the 
other private traders were. the. two 


seni : 7 
Co,.afterward Jardine Matheson. and 
Co.) who were Prussian Consul and 
Pruasinn Vice-Consul, Mr. Robert 
Berry the Swedish Consul and Dr. 
Willlam Jardine. In 1829 the Firm of 
Thomas Dent & Co. had o staff of 
four, the firm of Magniac and. Co.— 
later Jardine Matheson and Co— 
six, and there were 13 other private 
British merchants. 

It appears that the East India 
Company, who in carlier days had 
jealously guarded their monopoly by 
inalsting on the Neparturo of suc’ 
British subjects as were not employe] 
by them, became more lenient towards 
tho end of the third decade of the 
century. Their attitude may have 
-been.the result of .ngitation at Homé 
agsinet moncpolfes generally, and 
fear that, in consequence, any ‘action 


ndations invariably wero 
ly Jaid and progress not 


on .their_part, to insist on-the-— de- | 


parture- of other Pritishers, would 
endanger the  renowal. of their 
Monopoly, which was to: expire in 
Tho private merchants, . however,

Sarah of 488 tons, 
was dispatched by -Messra, Jardine, 
Matheson and Co. on March 22 1834, 
The cargo consisted of silk, . silk 
Piecogoods, nankeens, cassla bark, 
rhubarb, China-root and sundries;
